No question of it. most Americans 
imagine that nearly everything Amer­ 
ican is the best, whatever the field of 
endeavor. 
Our very* great achievements in 
many realms are pyramided upon a 
of rich material resources and set 
within a hroad. fortunate climate of 
freedom. To

draw" that gave us these riches and 
the liberty to develop them as we 
wished. 
We have no monopoly upon scien­ 
tific genius, or any other kind, for that 
matter. There is no point here in at­ 
tempting to catalogue the accomplish­ 
ments of other peoples in various tech­ 
nical fields. They are legion. A good 
deal that we are proud of we have bor­ 
rowed in the first instance. 
We will not win the race for su­ 
premacy in science, for military sur­ 
vival in competition with hostile com­ 
munism, if we do not acknowledge 
that we do not enjoy an inherited su­ 
periority over others. 
We can hold our own or win out in 
the great human competition only as 
we approach our tasks with humility, 
with full recognition of the very suh-

in being an American. Rut heing 
horn great is not one of them. Just like 
anybody else on earth, we have to 
earn greatness and not smugly assume 
we have it.
